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DETAILED ACTION 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Specification 

This application does not contain an abstract of the disclosure as required by 37 
CFR 1.72(b). An abstract on a separate sheet is required. 

A substitute specification excluding the claims is required pursuant to 37 CFR 1.125(a) 
because the text has been damaged by punched holes due to insufficient margins at the top of 
the pages. A top margin of at least one inch is necessary.

Claims 7, 11-16, 19-24, 28-39 and 44 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant 
to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 8. 
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Claim Rejecti ns - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation. of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 25, 26 and 41-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 25 recites the limitation "the engine block (62) of the internal-combustion engine" 
in lines 6-7. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 26 recites the limitation "the engine flywheel (13)" in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 41 recites the limitation "the inner extremities of the fingers (22)" in line 3. There 
is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. In claim 41, line 6, the intended 
scope of the limitation "concentric type" is not clear. See MPEP § 2173.05(b). 

Claim 43 recites the limitation "the position sensor" in line 2. There is insufficient . 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States.

Claims 1-6, 8, 26, 40 and 45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Uchida et al (JP 63-309768). Figure 1 shows a flywheel arrangement with a friction clutch 
including a reaction plate (3) and a torsion damper penetrating into a recess as claimed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 9, 10, 17, 18 and 27 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 41-43 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims.
